We sometimes wonder if it wouldn’t 
be well if the editors of all of the 
sm aller newspapers of the Big 
Country got together and made a deal 
with the Abilene Reporter-News. — if 
they would tend to their own problems 
we would tend to ours. 
It would seem to us that Abilene has 
enough 
problems 
to 
keep 
the 
Reporter-News busy without going 
out over the area trying to stir up 
troubles for their neighbors. 
We recognize their right and duty to 
cover the events of the Big Country 
but sometimes wonder about their 
desire to stir up controversy and blow 
up small town problems all out of 
proportion. 
We feel sure that the people of 
Dublin, Roscoe and a few other towns 
over the area would agree with us on 
this. Most towns have their problems 
but doubt if we need a big brother to 
come in and air them all out for us. 
Most communities can solve their 
local problems without some outsider 
coming in and airing out all of their 
dirty wash. 
A case in point was the story in last 
Thursday’s Abilene paper about our 
coaching situation. The story was 
both misleading and poorly written. 
The quotes, where accurate were 
taken out of context. 
The writer contacted Coach Wright 
before he had been notified of the 
board’s vote of the night before which 
we feel was in very poor taste. Most of 
the quotes used were made before the 
reporter informed the coach of the 
board’s vote. 
But the worst part of the story was 
that it was written for the sole pur­ 
pose of creating a controversy where 
none existed. The board had made its 
decision two weeks earlier, reaf­ 
firmed it last week and both the 
public and Coach Wright had ac­ 
cepted it. 
We did not write the story for this

Celotex will pay the current market price for the 
paper and will pick it up at the BCD office. The 
price fluctuates, but is currently at $20 a ton. 
The project was started as a ecology project by 
the second grade classes and has grown into a 
money raising project for the Hamlin Foundation, 
operators of the local swimming pool.

F r o m this m a n ­ 
m ade fiber c a m e a whole 
new family of fabrics that 
are the delight of today s 
fashion designers.

But when the new law was 
tested in court, it was held null 
and void. The court said the city 
simply had no power to regulate 
a business as harmless as selling 
flowers. 
Private enterprise, while not 
wholly free, still has consider­ 
able 
vitality. 
A 
city’s 
“police 
powei" docs not include blanket 
authority over all kinds of busi­ 
ness activities, just because they 
happen 
to be 
within 
the city 
limits. 
On the other hand, a city may 
indeed impose 
restraints on a 
business that has a real potential 
for harm. 
Consider the case of a m an 
w ho started a telephone answer­ 
ing service. According to a city 
ordinance, he and his employees 
were supposed to submit to pho­ 
tographing 
and 
fingerprinting. 
Challenging the ordinance, the 
man said it was unfair to “single 
us out.” 
But a court saw two ways in 
which 
a 
telephone 
answering 
service could be harm ful: 
1) by 
the misuse 
of confi­ 
dential information about 
subscribers; and 
2) by the encouragement of 
immoral activities. 
Upholding the city’s require­ 
ments, the court said: 
“There is a reasonable basis 
for distinguishing this type of 
business from others that are not 
regulated.” 
A nother 
ordinance, 
covering 
private 
detectives, 
went 
still 
further. 
U nder its terms, they 
had to put up a special bond and 
get a character clearance from 
the police department. 
But 
again, 
a court decided 
there were enough possibilities 
for mischief in this line of work 
to justify the city in taking pre­ 
cautions. As one judge put it: 
“A statute to promote the pub­ 
lic safety is valid, although it 
may 
interfere 
with 
individual 
f r e e d o m . In d iv id u a l fre e d o m 
must yield to the public good.”

Under the new Boat Safety Act, no 
craft not constructed or equipped in 
conformance 
with 
Federal 
regula­ 
tions can be operated on Federal I 
waters. 
Peter M. Wilson, executive vice­ 
president of the National Association I 
of Engine and Boat Manufacturers, I 
pointed out at a boat dealers seminar 
in Seattle, Washington, recently that 
the boat owner himself has the pri­ 
mary responsibility to ensure that 
his craft is fitted out according to 
Federal regulations and thereafter 
I 
maintained to those standards. 
So, the boat owner is included, too. 
Wilson told the dealers that in 
addition to their responsibility to 
make sure that the boat they sell 
meets all standards, they should pro­ 


vide a conversion service for old craft 
to make alterations which may be­ 
come necessary after standards for 
new boats and equipment have been 
researched and developed.

and 
boating 
safety 
also 
dominated the discussions recently 
held at Hilton Head Island, South 
Carolina at the Sixth Annual Marine 
Aluminum Derby conducted for the 
Press 
by 
the 
manufacturers 
of 
aluminum boats. 
Among the many safety features 
discussed were increased Potation in 
the 
craft 
itself, 
spill-over 
panels 
(splash wells) to prevent swamping, 
better fire-resistant 
characteristics 
of construction, stronger collision- 
shock 
resistance, 
gasoline 
spillage 
prevention, and driver-education pro­ 
grams. 
With pleasure boating increasing 
in popularity, and more fishing and 
skiing throughout the nation, some­ 
thing must he done to reduce boating 
accidents. The new Federal regula­ 
tions are just the beginning. 
Courtesy and consideration of the 
other fellow are human character­ 
istics that are difficult to write into 
law. But these two factors play an 
important part in safe motoring— be 
it on land or water.
